Some thirty-five attended the 

meeting of the Grande Prairie branch 

of the Fish and Game organization, 
held in the council chamber at the 

Town Hall on Thursday night of last 

week. 

President Dan Wishart, who was in 
the chair, outlined the purpose of the 
meeting, which had for its purpose 
the conservation of the wild game 
life in the area. 

Following the reading of minutes 
of the previous meeting, which were 
adopted, the chairmen of the various 
sections were elected, as follows: 
Robert Waddell, game section; J. A. 
Whitlock, game and fish section; Dr. 
O’Brien, song bird section; Harry 
Archibald, game animal section. 

It was decided to put on a mem- 
bership drive and the following com- 
mittee were elected: E. M. Bliss, Bob 
Card and Bob James. Publicity 
committee: C. Frederick, C. L. Berry, 
and Bill Card. 

The matter of building bird houses 
round the town was discussed. This 
was turned over to the song bird 
section. 

It was decided that the time had 
arrived in Grande Prairie when cats 
should be belled as a means of pro- 
tecting birds. The secretary was in- 
structed to write council asking that 
this be done. 

Col. T. Newcombe, Alberta man- 
ager for Ducks Unlimited, addressed 
the meeting. 

During his interesting and instruc- 
tive talk he drew attention to the 
opportunity offered for the local 
branch of the Fish and Game organ- 
ization in ridding the country of pests 
and in preserving the wild game life. 

Col. Newcombe stressed the im- 

rtance of water reservoirs and the 

Recping of lakes up to proper levels. 


“The Menace Of 
Water Erosion In 
The Peace” 


The first article: in the January 
number of “Scientific Agriculture,” 
an official publication edited by the 
Canadian Society of Technical Agri- 
culturists, is “The Menace of Water 
Erosion in the. Peace,” a paper Er. 
sented before a meeting of the ils 
Group, C.S.T.A., at Ottawa, June 27 
to 30, 1938, by W. D. Albright, 
Superintendent Dominion Experi- 
mental Substation, Beaverlodge. This 
paper was heard at a well-attended 
session and was very well received, 
attracting attention as the first scien- 
tific paper in Canada _ discussing 
water erosion. 

In the ensuing discussion, speakers 
from Charlottetown to Vancouver 
testified that water erosion was 
looming up as a serious factor to be 
considered in their respective regions. 
Mr. Albright’s paper was illustrated 
with slides made from _ original 
pho oerses* four of which are 
reproduced in the magazine. 

concludes _ in 
words: 


“The menace of water erosion is 
imminent and great. It is not con- 
fined to the Peace River district, 
although conspicuously in evidence 
there. Prevention is all-important, 
and timeliness in control measures is 
a duty of the state. An extensive 
and intensive study of the problem 
at home and abroad is in order and 
might well be entrusted to some one 
man who could concentrate upon it. 
Along with soil-drifting, this prob- 
lem might well be featured under 
the Prairie Farms Rehabilitation 
Program. If it is not studied, sor:ne 
fine farming country will head for 
ruin; production will decline; oper- 
ating costs will rise, and there will 
be washed-out farmers to rehabili- 
tate in the next generation. How 
about rehabilitating them before 
a reach the point of desperate 
need?”

That the boundary line between 
the constituency of Grande Prairie 
and the proposed one of Spirit River 
had been settled upon was a state- 
ment made to The Tribune reporter 
by W. Sharp, M.L.A., who spent 
from Friday to Tuesday in Grande 
Prairie on government and personal 
business. 

The Grande Prairie M.L.A. further 
stated that the bill creating the new 
constituency, and which also reduces

New 10-Passenger 
Plane On Initial 
Flight To Coast 


Splendid New Ship One Of A Fieet 


Of Three Which Will Operate Out. 


Of Edmonton Through The Peace 
River To The Yukon And Van- 
couver—Some Three Hundred At 
The Local Airport To Greet The 
Plane And its Crew Of Company 
Officials. 


A marked step in advance in 
northern commercial aviation was 
registered when the new twin-engine 
plane of the Yukon Southern Air 
Transport, Limited, after circling the 
town landed at the Grande Prairie 
airport at 1:30 Sunday afternoon. 

The _ silver-colored machine _ re- 
flected the sun’s rays and created a 
striking appearance as it streaked 
through the air. 

Some three hundred greeted the 
ten-passenger plane. Among them 
were Mayor Lawlor; O. B. Harris, 
president of the Board of Trade, and 
P. J. Tooley, the company’s agent at 
this point. 

The trip being a test flight, only 
company officials were aboard, as 
follows: Grant McConachie, presi- 
dent, at the controls; Ted Field, chief 
pilot, acting as co-pilot; Jack Moar, 
operations manager; 
engineer; 
Driscoll, 
James; Dr. Harris, company doctor. 

The plane, which is a Barkley- 
Grow, built at Detroit, made a per- 
fect landing. 

Bucking a head wind, the trip was 
;made from Edmonton to Grande 
Prairie in an hour and a half. 

The machine has a speed of 225 
miles an hour and landing speed of 
60 miles. 

It has adaptable wheels, skis and 
floats, and is equipped with two-way 
radio and radio compass, is sound 
proof, 
cabin can be kept at 72 degrees. 

The cabin is splendidly upholstered 
and is fitted with modern sanitary 
equipment. 

There is provision for carrying a 
stewardess when necessary. 

This plane is the first of a fleet of 
three which will operate out of Ed- 
monton through the Peace 
country to Yukon and Vancouver.

OTTAWA, Mar. 28. For the

HOMESTEADING ABOLISHED 
ON ALBERTA CROWN LANDS 


EDMONTON, Mar. 27.—-All home- 
steading of crown lands in this 
province has been abolished, official 
notice to that effect being posted in 
various land offices. 

The introduction in the legislature 
of a bill to amend the provincial 
lands act proposes the adoption of 
a leasehold system, to be substituted 
for the homestead plan.

Twenty-five Survivors Suffer All 
The Horrors Of Struggle To Safety, 
Exposure And Privation—Hamiet 


Of Bast Pine 50 Miles West Of 
Dawson Creek — Clothing And 
Medical Supplies Sent From 


Dawson Creek. 


DAWSON CREEK, Mar. 27,—Eight 
people met death by drowning early 
Saturday morning when owing to an 
ice jam at the junction of the East 
Pine and Murray Rivers swirling 
waters swept over the hamlet of East 
Pine, 50 miles west of Dawson Creek. 

The Dead: 
Mr. and Mrs. Wellington M. 
Warren, 
Their children, 
10; Ada, 6, 
Their grandchildren, Raymond 
Lamont, 2; Donald Lamont, 3; 
Ernest Lamont, 1, 

Several days of heavy rains in the 
mountains resulted in the sudden 
rise of the water levels and caused 
the ice to jam. The water had backed 
up 20 to 30 miles and the residents 
of the hamlet had no warning of the 
impending danger. 

Late Sunday the body of Mrs. 
Warren was found and the body of 
Donald Lamont was found Monday. 

Edith, the 16-year-old daughter, 


Jean, 12; Pearl, 


who spent several hours in a tree 
and suffered severely from exposure, 
was brought to the Dawson Creek 
Hospital. 

The story of the fight for life of 


the 25 survivors is one of horror and 
suffering, People took refuge on 
roots ana in barn lofts. 

Practically all the stock in the area 
was drowned, 

Constables Jack Watt and Oscar 
Quesnel were the first to reach the 
scene of the disaster and worked 
heroically to rescue the survivors.

Recently the federal Minister of | 


Agriculture, Mr. Gardiner, announced 
a new wheat policy. It incorporates 
three main features: First, a method 
of crop insurance for all farmers; 
second the replacement of direct 
a flat payment of 
two or three dollars an acre in crop- 
less districts; third, the encourage- 
ment of cooperative marketing by 
guaranteeing an initial payment on 
pooled wheat. 

There may be other schemes that 
sound a lot better, but it is not al- 
ways what is wanted that is obtained. 
Time will show the practicability of 
the above proposals. They may then 
be changed. As the matter stands 
right now—we have no wheat policy. 
It is time we did have a start. 

The above policy, however, in- 
cludes several excellent features. For 
the first time in the history of 
Canada a government has endorsed 
the principle of crop insurance on a 
permanent basis, something that is of 
the same lasting importance for the 
grower as unemploynient insurance 
is for the worker. 

That something of this permanent 


bovepropasals should 
receive Bae . of all progressive 
groups, not least the farmers them- 
selves. Any attempt to obscure the 
main issue by attacking the details 
misses the point; that the principle 
is there and remains to be translated 
into something beneficial through the 
representations of the farmers and 
the western governments. 


are to be paid is another story. That 
incorporates the matter of federal 
taxation, of tariffs, of the raising of 
the purchasing power of the masses 
of working people through higher 
wages, and so on. Around these and 
related questions a great battle still 
remains to be fought—but that can- 
not take away from the validity of 
crop insurance. 

Anyone who wishes well for the 
two and one-half million people 
whose lives depend on wheat will 
support this movement and back up 
these demands. True, 80 cents is not 
a living price, but the fact is that 
when every factor is considered it is

Rescue of ten persons from the 
British flying boat Cavalier is expect- 
ed by aviation and maritime attorneys 
in New York to give impetus to a new 
international agreement to pay indem- 
nity for rescue of lives at sea.

[* TAKING outdoor pictures of 
people, are you careful to get the 
“feel of the season” into each pic- 
ture, by proper selection of back- 
ground and surroundings? 

An outdoor picture without such 
“feel” is like a stage without scenery 
—or, worse, with the wrong scenery. 
For instance, some of us will take 
a springtime shot of a child in the 
yard, with the garage or back steps 
as a background—when the child 
could just as easily have been pic- 
tured kneeling beside a row of jon- 
quils, bending over and sniffing one. 
In the latter case, how much more 
pleasing, and meaningful, the pic- 
ture would be! 

In your Maytime pictures, why not 
associate people with blossoms and 
the early flowers? In summer pic- 


tures, emphasize the deep blue of 
the sky and white masses of cloud 
by using a color filter on the lens. 
In autumn, let your pictures show 
the withering leaves and brown 
fields, with gray skies or billowy 
clouds hovering over, as_ back- 
grounds for your pictures. And in 
winter, make full use of the snow, 
and bare branches against the sky. 

Try to work into each of your out- 
door pictures some feature, even if 
a mere detail, that gives definite in- 
dication of the season. Make it an 
essential part of the picture, so that 
folks who look at your snapshots 
can “feel” the time of year, It seems 
like a small point, but you will be 
surprised when you see how much 
it adds to the pictures that

“WESTERNS” 


Much has been said and written 
about the evils and pitfalls besetting 
the path of modern youth; and among 
many other supposed evils the read- 
ing of ‘‘western” stories is given a 
prominent place. 
is greatly exaggerated. A little study 
of the matter will almost convince us 
it is either negligible or non-existent. 

We all know those weekly or 
semi- monthly western magazines 
with the very spectacular covers, 
where the cowboy hero, with the 
beautiful daughter of the ranchero 
slung across the saddle in front of 
him on his fire-breathing broncho, 
turns to empty both barrels of his 
six-guns at his pursuers, as_ they 
gallop madly on; or where the beau- 
tiful counterpart of Calamity Jane, 
who can “ride ’em,” throw an un- 
erring noose, or “plonk a keyhole” 
at 25 paces, is shown feverishly re- 
loading guns for her black-bearded 
old dad and her handsome-looking, 
big-hatted, red-bandanna’d, beaded- 
vested cowboy lover, while they strive 
desperately to withstand the siege of 
the attacking outlaws. It is all very 
thrilling and “he-mannish,” and en- 
tirely harmless. 

I often get the idea it is just too 
bad that some enterprising author of 
westerns wouldn’t evolve a hero who 
could use two guns in each hand. A 
four-gun man, I think, would be a 
great drawing-card, and an interest- 
ing departure from the conventional 
two-gun type. 

Then there are the “killings.” 
Usually there are so many killings 
that one is apt to lose track of them: 
and, anyway, two or three more or 
less don’t matter much. There ap- 
pear to be many of these killings 
where a slap on the wrist would be 
more appropriate for the punishment 
of the crime in question; however, as 
neither the killers nor their victims 
seem to mind very much, why should 
we? And it must invariably be ad- 
mitted that they are usually good, 
clean killings. The killer is no more 
concerned with this act than that of 
lighting a cigarette or “branding 
critter,” and the victim usually is 
quite prepared for it and takes it as 
a matter of course, with no particu- 
lar regrets or morbid reflections on 
his past misdeeds. No, these killings 
are usually executed with a careless 
abandon which is almost refreshing 
in its simplicity. 

No one appears to be much dis- 
turbed over the incident, and the 
victim usually passes out with a smile 
on his face and a—“Well, I guess yu’ 
got me, Wall-eye.” 

Take the heroines. Are not these 
the most refreshing and invigorating 
femele characters one could wish to 
see? 
ing, excessively sentimental, painted- 
nailed artificial specimens of the 
gentler ‘sex; but real _ straight- 
shooting, look-you-square-in-the-eye 
type: of “gals.” Here is none of the 
maudlin and suggestive sex-psychol- 
ogy so frequently met with in so 
many of the so considered reputable 
publications. Lingering loye scenes 
are conspicuous by their absence. 
There is usually a hurried and brief 
expression of undying fidelity, a 
hastily snatched kiss before the hero 
vaults into his saddle and disappears 
in a cloud of dust into the mesquite. 

In one of those reputable maga- 
zines just referred to I remember not 
long ago reading, or partly reading— 
for I did not finish—a story the plot 
or theme of which was clearly con- 
ceived by an author of warped men- 
tality. So strong was the feeling of 
revulsion and nausea I experienced 
when reading it that it sickens me 
yet whenever I think of it. Here 
was something strongly illustrative 
ef what I mentioned in a previous 
article on types of reading calculated 
t>y give one a mental belly-ache. 
This cannot be said about the con- 
ventional type of western. I can 
read any number of these, and my 
sleep is never disturbed nor my mind

I have never agreed with that policy, 
because I believe that it is not in ac- 
cordance with the spirit of a free na- 
tion. Canada is supposed to be absol- 
utely free of domination by the Impe- 
rial Government. Therefore, to act 
upon a decision of that Government 
without having been a party to that 
decision, places us in the position of 
mere rubber stamps. 

I would be prepared tg spend what- 
ever amount of money ght be neces- 
sary to make Canada as sage as she 
can possibly be, out of our own re- 
sources of both men and natural pro- 
ducts essential to warfare. I woulda 
then advise Great Britain that we are 
willing to fulfil our obligations as a 
part of the British Empire by supply- 
ing her with those essential war com- 
modities that she might need. 

The next step would be a closer all- 
iance, between ourselves and our 
Southern neighbors. We would en- 
deavor to supply our fellow-democra- 
cies with material but not with men. 
I cannot bring myself to see how a 
Canadian could possibly be made to 
accept a share of the responsibility of 
warring European nations by being 
i to give up his life on foreign 
soll. 

Of course, criticism of such a policy 
may be to the effect that it is difficult 
to see exactly where the boundaries of 
our country begin. Some will say that 
in order to protect democracy in Can- 
ada, it is necessary to protect demo- 
cracy elsewhere, but I can clearly re- 
call the enthusiastic appeals to huma- 
nity during the course of the last 
Great War. We were told that it was 
a war to make the world safe for de- 
mocracy. Since that time, many of us 
ave developed a rather critical atti- 
tude towards such emotional appeals. 
To use a common term, we are more 
hard-boiled, because of the tragic 
times through which we have lived. 
Thousands of us have known and felt 
poverty and despair. We have been 
made to live under a harsh system. not 
of our own creation, but handed down 
to us by former generations, the mis- 
erie’ of which are largely due to the 
last great upheaval to “save demo- 
cracy.”’ 

Yes, Canada is a part of the British 
Empire, but it is also a free nation. 
Therefore, I maintain that our foreign 
policy should clearly take this position 
into account. , There is no disloyalty 
in this attitude, there can be no dis- 
loyalty between people who respect 
and love each other.

only good committee was a commit- 
tee of one, and so Lord Howard of 
Effingham was in a position to pro- 
duce results. The one-man system 
continued for a long time, during 
which our military officers at sea, 
Generals Drake, Frobisher and 
Raleigh, for instance, constituted 
themselves a menace to the wealthy 
merchant shipping of Spain. But 
even at that early period the sailor 
element was beginning to thrust it- 
self up from its aboriginal position of 
galley slave, and Drake published his 
well-known “Standing Order Num- 
ber One,” that “The gentiemen must 
pull with the mariners.’”’ Even Drake 
made mistakes. No doubt the tech- 
nicalities connected with the recent 
introduction of jibs and _ things 
strengthened the sition of the 
matelots and forc the still-to-be- 
regretted concession. Still, surface 
fighting ships preyed upon surface 
merchantmen, until Philip of Spain 
decided to put a stop to it all, by 
means of the Great Armada. And as 
Spain possessed an+ exceedingly 
wealthy empire in America, Philip 
armed his ships with the most costly 
guns that money could buy, and these 
were of brass and bronze. The panic 
or flop caused by the approach of 
these would-be invaders found 
Britain, as usual, unprepared — all 
except for Sussex. The orderly- 
room clerks of the H.A.C. hastily 
posted their mobilization notices, and 
all the Londoners rushed for their 
pikes, morions, calivers, and so forth 
—which were not really very much 
use in the circumstances. 

In Sussex, however, things were 
different. As a matter of history, 
Ralph Hogge and Parson Levett had 
been making guns at Buxted, and 
very good guns, as early as 1543. 
This was before Birmingham and 
Sheffield were thought of. And the 
guns were of iron, which is im- 
portant. The iron came from Crow- 
borough, and it was smelted with the 
wood of Ashdown Forest and forged 
beside the Sussex hammer-ponds. 
What is more, the Cinque Ports, some 
of which are in Sussex, could provide 
good ships, complete with mariners, 
mates, and masters. This, be it 
noted, was before the Royal Navy 
existed, although the Queen owned a 
few ships, but ships alone. The 
Sussex guns and the Sussex gunners 
did not take long to be put aboard 
the ships off Hastings, Rye and 
Winchelsea. And soon after that 
their round-shot were going wallop 
into the fat round sides. of the Duke 
of Medina Sidonia’s ships, which 
seem somehow to have got past the 


garrulous west country. No doubt, 


the Wessex men were busy drafting 
their publicity. Now, the costly 
brass Spanish guns had thick walls, 
and the specific heat of brass is high. 
So after a few rounds the’ Royal 


Spanish artillery had to “stand easy” , 


for their guns to cool off. Not so 
Sussex, whose inexpensive guns were 
iron and had thin walls. The Sussex 
artillery could, and did, fire so fast 
and so often that they had to send 
home for more ammunition. By that 
time the after-dinner speeches of 
Plymouth were ready for delivery.

Neglecting the Air Arm 


One reflects on the pity that no- 
body had the enterprise and foresight 
to develop our Air Force before 1854. 
Even Napoleon neglected that aii 
reconnaissance which had served the 
troops of the young republic so well 


at Fleurus in 1794. If he even had 
had one balloon near Hougomont on 
June 18, 1815, he could not have 
failed to see both the sunken road to 
Obain, and the Allied squares drawn 
up just behind the fatal crest of 


Waterloo. Now we are confronted 


with a fresh situation, consequent on 
the fact that Great Britain is no 
longer an island and that few, if any, 
ships can hope to withstand a really 
serious modern air attack. Britain 
presents two enormous and desper- 
ately vulnerable targets. The first 
is the recruiting, munition, and dock 
}area of London, and the second is the 
great mass of merchant shipping on 
which we still rely to bring us much 
of our food and raw material. But 
defending London and the south 
coast nowadays will not be quite 
enough. We have a liability which 
we did not have in Queen Elizabeth's 


time, which is our merchant ship- 
ping. In those days the King of 
Spain had this liability, and presented 
a target in the ships of his South 
American galleons which our surface 
ships attacked. The boot came onto 


the foot with the rise of Holland and 
France, and later the United States, 
as naval powers, not to mention 
Scotland of course. 

The Scots, one gathers, reckon Sir 
Andrew Barton to be a fine and 
chivalrous sea-soldier. On the other 
hand, one understands that English 
maritime circles class him somewhat 


uncharitably as a pirate. Mr. Kip-! 


ling describes how Sir Andrew did 
a bit of gunning-running with Sussex 
guns in the Lewis neighborhood.

The result was, as we have seen, that 
the British Empire was. brought 
almost to its knees, by a navy very 
much inferior in strength and num- 
bers, though not in staff work, or- 
ganization and military or technical 
competence. There was, unfortun- 
ately, in 1915, ‘16, or '17, no powerful 
body of fighting merchant seamen 
such as existed in the Cinque Ports 
in 1588 to tell my Lords of the Ad- 
miralty where they got off. Still less 
jas the air service in a position to 
do so. The result was that we find 
that, in spite of rather injudicious 
claims to the contrary, the results 
achieved over the sea by airships and 
aeroplanes were a small fraction of 
what they might have been. 

The whee! of progress has, in spite 
of the Board of Admiralty, turned 
over a spoke or two further.

POUCE COUPE WILL TEST 
4 KNOWN OIL HORIZONS 


(By Dr. E. R. Lovewell, in the Oil 
Examiner, Calgary.) 


Activity and interest in the de- 
velopment of Alberta’s oil resources 
continue to grow rapidly. With the 
entrance of a few”~more major com- 
panies into the Alberta picture this 
year the scene changes—the oppres- 
sive atmosphere of waaerey, is 
gone. Competition is exhilarating, 
for it builds oil empires. Develop- 
ment is no longer handicapped by the 
old fear of proration and glutted 
markets. Pipe lines follow fast 
enough when large potentials of pro- 
duction have been established. 


The discovery of shallow oil sands 
at Pouce Coupe is of vast importance. 
With the resumption of operations at 
the Guardian well this spring we ex- 
pect to prove that this area of 
Alberta will produce large oil wells 
at shallow depths; wells that can be 
drilled quickly and inexpensively. 
Through the low levels of the Monk- 
man Pass (only 3,550 feet above sea 
level) pipe lines only 430 miles long 
can be built without any difficulty 
to ca Pouce Coupe or Peace River 
Block Oil to Pacific tidewaters at the 
ports of Bella Coola or Stewart and 
thence to the markets of the world. 

Few realize today the magnitude 
and richness of the _petroliferous 
horizons of northern Alberta and its 
adjacent surroundings of British 
Columbia. The vast extent of the 
McMurray tar sands, containing the 
dried-up residue of crude oil, un- 
erringly indicate the almost limitless 

ibilities of northern Alberta and 
ritish Columbia structures lying 
within the areas of the ancient Lower 
Cretaceous Sea. Correlations made 
by McLearn and Dr. Hume of the 
Dominion ~ Geological~ Survey show 
that the bituminous sand _ horizon, 
which is the basal member of the 
Lower Cretaceous, extends westward 
and underlies Pouce Coupe structure 
around 4,200 feet in depth. The oil 
sands encountered in e Guardian 
well at Pouce Coupe at 2,320-65 feet 
are shown to be the Peace River 
sands. F. H. McLearn has shown the 
Peace River sands as massive, coarse 
grained, cross-bedded sandstones, 320 
feet thick, with shale partings, at 
their outcrop on Lower Peace River 
(Geol. Sur. of Canada, 1918). 

These Peace River sands occur at 
the break between the St. John 
shales and the Loon River shales 
(Bullhead formation). The entire 
series of Lower Cretaceous formation 
—St. John shales, Peace River sands, 
and Loon River shales—are all of 
marine origin, in which oil is in- 
digenous, 

Pouce Coupe structure is a broad 
anticlinal arch, several miles wide, 
with a drainage area from a vast 
domain. Structurally, Pouce Coupe 
compares with the Permian Basin 
fold of west Texas—one of the great- 
est oil regions of America, where 


nine pipe lines have been constructed 
to take a pro-rated 1 per cent of the 
fields capacity. heh emt, 
Pouce Coupe has four known oil-

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THEY CAPTURE A STAR 


IN. A BUBBLE 


By James Harley 


LONDON, Mar. 10.—In an upper 
room in an office building over- 
looking the decks at Southampton 
there is a group of men learning to 
fly the Atlantic. 

With chart and compass and sex- 
tant they plot courses to distant 
lands, prepare intricate weather re- 
ports, take bearings on imaginary 
stars. Later this month they will 
sit for special Air Ministry exam- 
inations qualifying them for long- 
range over-ocean flying. 

They are already fully experienced 
pilots; some are Captains, some First 
Officers. They have been flying 
Imperial land-planes and _ flying- 
boats over thousands of miles of Im- 
perial Airways’ Empire routes for 
the past two years. 

Now they are going to undertake 
a new enterprise—the navigation of 
aircraft over long stretches of water 
where they will have none of the 
familiar landmarks of the Empire 
routes to check their bearings by, and 
where the nearest radio station will 
be anything from 100 to 1,000 miles 
away. 

This calls for special instruments, 
a special technique, special qualifica- 
tions and a special certificate. Air 
Ministry regulations provide that a 
pilot flying a commercial aircraft 
over a stretch of water which takes 
him 600 miles or more away from 
land shall be not only a first-class 
pilot but a first-class air navigator 
as well. 

He must be able to steer his craft, 
as the master mariner does, by the 
stars. But he employs different 
methods and different instruments. 
An aircraft travels so much faster 
than a steamship that the air navi- 
gator has only a fraction of the 
master mariner’s time for taking his 
bearings. Often, too, he can see 
nothing at all of the earth or sea and 
there is no visibie horizon which will 
help him to fix his position in rela- 
tion to the stars. 

The ordinary mariner’s sextant, 
therefore, is of little use to a navi- 
gator travelling at 200 m.p.h. in a 
limitless void 5,000 feet above an 
invisible sea. But thanks to his spe- 
cial sextant and radio equipment he 
can enable a man sitting in an Im- 
perial Airways’ office 2,000 miles 
away to plot the position of the air- 
craft on a chart with an uncanny 
degree of accuracy. 

In the airman’s sextant the visible 
world is represented by a bubble, 
the exact centre of which gives him | 
his horizon. By adjusting his re- 
flectors he projects the image of a

required. He must be a_ master 
mathematician and know all about 
spherical trigonometry. He must be 
familiar with the habits of heavenly 
bodies and know the stars by name. 


‘Galileo and Einstein are his teachers, 


the universe his school. 

So the pilot who, flying back and 
forth along the Empire routes, has 
covered ten times the circumference 
of the earth, goes back to school and 
becomes a first-class navigator, a 
man “skilled in methods of deter- 
mining a vessel’s position and course 
by mathematical calculations and 
nautical astronomy.” 


The man responsible for his train- 
ing is Squadron Leader G. E. God- 
save, chief instructor and manager 
of training schools for Imperial Air- 
ways. Chief instructor at Stone- 
henge in 1918, at the first air navi- 
gation school ever established in the 
British Isles, Squadron Leader God- 
save has been engaged continuously 


in this work for the last 20 years. | 


He has served as instructor in all 


three services—Army, Navy and Air | 
Force—and was for three years on | 


the staff of the Admiralty Compass 
Department, where he assisted in the 


design of the magnetic compasses | 


now used in aircraft. He has prob- 
ably trained more air navigators 
than any other man in the world. 

Imperial Airways’ training school 
proper is at Croydon, but Squadron 
Leader Godsave has established tem- 
porarily a sort of Atlantic and Tas- 
man extension of the Navigation 
School at Southampton for the bene- 
fit of officers on the Empire routes 
who live near the base at Hythe. 
Five officers—three Captains and two 
First Officers—are at present at- 
tending classes there, the Captains in 
prepaartion for the Atlantic service, 
the First Officers for the Tasman Sea. 
First Officers as well as Captains are 
now required by the Air Ministry to 
hold first-class air navigator’s cer- 
tificates for long-range ocean flying. 

The course is divided roughly into 
three sections. The first part. deal- 
ing mainly with direction-finding by 
means of astronomical observation, 
consists largely of lectures and 
demonstrations by Squadron Leader 
Godsave and his Assistant Naviga- 
tion Instructor, Mr. R. J. Williamson. 
This is where the higher mathematics 
come in and the whole theory upon 
which the science of air navigation 
is based. 

Meteorology with special reference 
to weather conditions over the North 
Atlantic and the Tasman Sea is in- 
cluded in this part of the curriculum. ; 


would be better to fly to the north 
or south of them or the east or west. 

When he has chosen his 
science laboriously learned in the 
class-room will enable him to follow 
it. He will obtain bearings with his 
radio direction-finding equipment 
and check them with his sextant. 
Radio stations at Croydon, at Foynes, 
and Newfoundland will be in close 
touch with him. He will speak to 
captains of ships that pass in the 
night, and obtain bearings from them. 
But he moves so fast that by the 
time he has ascertained his position 
from either a ship on the sea or a 
radio station on land his position has 
changed and he needs some constant 
visible factor to give him that 
of accuracy in his calculations that is 
essential to scientific navigation. 

He turns, therefore, to the stars, 
the only constant factors in his 
nebulous and trackless world, and 
by means of the bubble in his sextant 
derives from them the knowledge 
that he needs. 

A thorough grounding in the 
sciences of astronomical observation 
and meteorology is foliowed by a 
practical post-graduate course in en- 
gineering and wireless telegraphy. 

The four long-range flying-boats— 
; Cabot, Clyde, Connemara and Cari- 
| bou—which will be employed for the 
Atlantic service this summer, are 
equipped with three unique devices 
never before employed on commer- 
cial aireraft, and these all call for 
additional specialized mechanical 
training. 

The powerplant, for instance, of 
the Cabot and her sister ships con- 
sists of four Perseus sleeve-valve 
engines, and they are radically dif- 
ferent from the poppet-valve engines 
used on the Empire flying-boats. 
The officers, therefore, spent some 
time at the Technical School at Croy- 
don and at the Bristol Engineering 
Works taking a special course in the 
construction and functioning of this 
type of engine. 

Another innovation is equipment 
for refuelling in mid-air. Trainin 
in this method of increasing the 
range of aircraft by supplying them 
|with extra petrol from a tanker 
| plane after they have left the water 
will be undertaken by Captain A. S. 
Wilcockson, O.B.E., manager of Im- 
perial Airways Atlantic Division. 

This belongs to the third part of 
the course of instruction, when the 
pilot is obtaining practical experience 
aboard the flying-boat which he will 
later command on the regular service 
between England, Canada and the 
United States of America, or between 
Australia and New Zealand. Accom- 
panied by Captain Wilcockson and 
Squadron Leader Godsave, he will 
make a series of test flights, learn- 
ing the feel of the controls and 
familiarizing himself with the be- 
havior of the aircraft in the air and 
practising his navigation.
